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RACING IN NEW YORK. 



“Aagast Belmont, who waa elected preaident 
of the Jockey Clnb at a meeticg of the atewarda 
at 173 Fifth aTODoe on Monday, will take a 
more active part in racing thia year than he did 
laat. Mr. Bolmont’a temporary retirement from 
the turf waa canaed by the death of hia wife in 
1898, and while he waa in retirement Jamea B. 
Keene, vice-preaident of the clnb, directed the 
aBaira of racing. Mr. Keene waa re-elected 
aleng with Mr. Belmont »b Monday, aa indeed 
were all of the other offioiala that have been 
aerving for the paat few yeara. Their re-elec- 
tion haa given general aatiafaotion, toe, for 
their management hae been all that it conld be. 
They took the apoit after it had been diacred- 
ited in a bitter political and aocial cmaade, and 
by careful attention to ita detaila they put it 
on a higher plane than k ever oeonpiad before. 

“The whole bnaineaa baa been ao thorongbly 
aystematiaed nnder their direction that there ia 
amall danger of ita falling into evil repnte 
again. Raeing in New York atate ia now con- 
dneted under the direction of a central bureau, 
aa it ahonld have been from the beginning. The 
central bnrean is known aa the Jockey Clnb, 
which ia reaponaible to the State Racing Com- 
miaaion. Aa Mr. Belmont ia at the head of the 
State Racing Commiaaion aa well aa the preai- 
dent of the Jockey Clnb, the management of the 
eport baa a legal atatna which it did not have 
before. That it why it ia ao well managed and 
why the vagneat hinta from the appointed agents 
of the Jockey Clnb have more effect now than 
the most high-sounding commands of the old 
managers of the game had. Betting ia con- 
ducted in anch a manner as to keep the gam- 
bling feature well in the background, but the 
interests of the bettors are jnst as well taken 
care of as they were formerly. The Jockey Clnb 
haa a splendid detective ayatem, with Rebsrt 
Pinkerton at ita head, and ita efforts are intelli- 
gently seconded by the aaaooiation of bookmak- 
ers known aa the Metropolitan Tnrf Aaeocia- 
tioD,” says the New York Bnn. 

“This organization comprises all the best 
known layers of odds, and ia a well-ordered con- 
cern. The abandonment of the check or token 
ayatem led to some confnaion at first, bnt bet- 
tors and layers alike soon adjusted themselves 
to the altered conditions, and betting by the 
new method ia condnetei aa emootbly as it was 
before. There is less noiae abont the new 
method. Man do not get upon platforms and 
bawl ont odds and vie with each other in the 
offering of attractive odds, which used to of- 
fend the delicate sensibilities of the casual 
visitors at the track in the old days. There waa 
some welching at first on the part of the book- 
makers, bat the Metropolitan Tnrf Aasociation 
soon snppreeaad-it with a firm band where its 
members were concerned, and Robert Pinker 
ton as qnickly weeded ont the bad ones among 
the hurdlers ; that is, the dead-line operators, 
who are not recognized by the Metropolitan 
Tnrf Association. 

“The credit scheme of betting and settling np 
the next day developed many welchers among 
tba bettors, too, bnt that sort of thing has all 
disappeared now. The Metropolitan Tnrf As- 
aociatien keeps tab on the bettors jnst as or 
gauiaatiooa of merchant tailors keep tab on 
men about town who boy clothes on credit. 

“When a bettor positively refuses te pay his 
bets bo ia posted in the association. The past- 
ing consists of the enmmnnieation of the de- 
linquent’s name br the member who has been 
beaten to the other members. When a man’s 
name is passed aronnd in this way his chances 
of getting credit qnickly disappsar, and if he 
wishes to continue his operations he must pay 
•mash. The welchers are generally small players. 



reputation for pnnetnality to allow any of their 
obligations to go to protest. 

“The layers have got so nsed to the new sys- 
tem now that they don’t care to ratnm to the 
old one. The principal advantage ef it ia that, 
since the credit system haa come into vogue, 
they do a bigger bnsiness and make mare 
money. It requires more capital, to bi snre, 
bnt they do not mind that. The big bookmak- 
ers now have to keep bandy anywhere from 
StO, 000 to $100,000, when from $20,000 to $60,000 
need to answer. Not being able to see what 
their neighbors were doing caused confusion at 
first, but that diffionlty was overcome by the 
employment of qnick and intelligent runners. 
It rarely happens nowadays that a layer is 
canght oat of Una. The layers no longer pay 
a regular tribute of so much a head to the 
racing associations, as they nsed to, becanse 
that wonld be illegal. Their contribution goes 
to tbs clnbs in the shape of purchase money 
for tickets, tbs Tnrf Association bqying so 
many a day at the regular box-office prices. 
Disputes as to bets are regulated by a special 
committee of layers, bnt disputes do not often 
occur. Raee track bettors rarely claim what 
dess net belong to them, and membirs of the 
Metropolitan Tnrf Aasociation are not in the 
habit of withholding what rightfully belongs to 
a bettor. The Jockey Club, of course, keeps 
aa eye.on the ring and seas to it that things do 
not get beyond control. 

“This management of the betting ring was one 
of the most difficult problems which confronted 
the stewards of the Jockey Clnb when they first 
assumed the direction of affairs. Under the re- 
strictions of the raeing law it looked as though 
it was going to be a difficult task. There was 
no precedent to guide the stewards, but the in- 
genuity of some of the layers rose superior to 
the difficulty, and the rudimentary idea of the 
present scheme was adopted. The present al- 
most perfect system is the result of many alter- 
ations and additions to the original cruds 
schema. 

“In selecting track officers for next season the 
stewards did not go farther than last year’s 
roster. All the old men were reappointed. 
Christopher Fitzgerald will be starter; Colonel 
R. W. Simmons and Clarence McDowell, judges 
at the finish; Walter S. Vosburgh, bandicapper; 
H. (t. Crickraore, clerk of the scales; W. H. 
Barretto, timer, end J. L. Hall, paddock and 
patrol judge. 

“Mr. Fitzgerald’s reappointment is generally 
approved ef. His werk last season was first- 
class, There were a few kickers, but kickers 
are to be expected. From the beginning of the 
season to the end Mr. Fitzgerald had the jock- 
eys nnder excellent control, and in most races 
despatched his fields promptly and in goed 
order. The start of the Futurity was the best 
seen hereabouts in years. There were mors 
than a score of horses in the field, yet they 
came away from the post at the first break ia 
almost perfect alignment. There was not the 
difference of half a length between the fore- 
most and the hindmost horses when the field 
pasted the timer’s flag. The use ef a barrier 
was objected to by m-,ny, bnt it has not been 
abehsbed by the Jockey Club. The Jockey 
Clnb leaves to the several associations the 
question as to what kind of a starting device, 
if any at all is employed, shall be nsed at their 
traeks.” 



CKISSIP OF THE TURF. 



The Cincinnati Enquirer ef Sunday says : 

“A special meeting of the Queen City Jockey 
Club directors was held yesterday, at wbieh 
change of schedule for the Newport spring 
meeting was diacnased, 

“From what tranapiiad yeataiday it ia now 



evident that there will likely be a clash be- 
tween Newport, Memphis and Louisville. | 

“The Newport people are strongly in favor of 
racing several weeks more than first aanennoed, 
and the chances are that a thirty-eight-day 
meeting will be held. 

“No definite action was taken at yesterday’s 
meeting, bnt the gentlemen most heavily inter- 
ested in the affairs of the track are advocating 
a longer meeting in spite of the opposition 
offered by the two leading tracks of the south. 

“Last season Nesvport raced nearly six weeks, 
bnt owing to the unsettled condition of the 
sport and the proposed plan for the Tnrf Con- 
gress to take charge of the racing dates the 
Newport management concluded to do its share 
toward curtailing the local dates this spring. 
The Tnrf Congress meeting did not materialize, 
and the local traeks ware left to pick their own 
dates. 

“Neither Memphis nor Louisville made any 
eoncessions, and in fact never do, to the tracks 
around Cincinnati. There is no good reason 
why Newport should not have some say in the 
date question. Anyhow, the indications are 
that a conflict is on, and decisive action on the 
part of the Q seen City Jockey Clnb officials is 
anxiously looked for. 

“A gentleman who is well np in the affairs of 
Newport yesterday gave ont the fallowing 
statement regarding the situation: 

“ ‘As is well known, Newport has all along been 
making concessions to other tracks down the 
line, and we are fist getting tired of it. Our 
racing plant is as valuable as any of those 
located in the Southern country. We have 
been very fortunate in securing the best of the 
western racing stables for our meetings. True, 
we have no stakes, but that is no reason why 
we should always have to take a back seat. 

“ 'Right now we have applications from many 
well known owners at Naw Orleans who are 
anxious to raee at Newport in preference to 
either Louisville or Memphis. They have been 
at New Orleans all winter, and want to get np 
north in the spring. If Newport decides to 
fight the other tracks down the line there will 
bs no backing down on our part.’ ’’

F. F. V., the one time good race horse, ie 
taking his gallops regularly at Nashville. The 
well-known veterinary. Dr. D. A. Piatt, of Lex- 
ington, Ky , is half owner of the eon of Audrain 
—Tara Blackburn, having acquired bis in- 
terest in the horse for the care, keep and 
veterinary bill- F. F. V. had been a dead load 
of expanse on his owner, E. F. Simms, for over 
two years, and, although fired and well treated 
for his ailments, gave every indication of break- 
ing down. In the middle of last summer Dr, 
Piatt expressed the opinion that be had a chance 
with another system of treatment to stand 
training. Simms, probably disgusted with the 
horse and the loag bill of expense including a 
large purchase price, offered the doctor a 
half interest in the hoise if he wonld bring 
him to Kentucky and give him the necessary 
treatment. All last summer F, F. V. stood in 
plaster of paris bandages, which besides blis- 
ters and liniments was the principal factor in 
the proposed system of treatment. Along in 
the middle of the fall the results of the bard 
work and care which had been applied were 
apparent. F, F. V.’s legs looked batter and freer 
from nnsouDdness than they had at any time 
since his two year-old form. This winter the 
horse was sent to Billy Weir, who, by the way. 
has earned quite a reputation by hia past work 
with crippled horses, and bis trainer has a vary 
favorable impression of the horse’s chance to 
train. Of course there ia nothing sure abont 
any horse standing a hard preparation when 
his legs have baen in as bad a shape as F. F. 
Y.’s, bnt hazarding a guess on what the horse is 
doing in the way of long gallops and pulling np 
sound, one wonld say that there was a great 
likelihood of both owners and trainer being 
well rewarded for their tionble. For should he 
go to the post in good order and as good as be 
once was, it wonld require a close search to find 
horses in the west that conld do any bnsiness 
with F. F. V. — Thoroughbred Record.
